For October Town Meeting 


Burglaries Down 


Due To Vigilance 


Andover residents continue to 
report suspicious activity in 
their neighborhoods and it is ap- 
parently having some effect, 
since the number of house and 
apartment breaks has con- 
tinued to decrease, according to 
police reports. 

While the month’s total losses 
due to housebreaks remained 
high in July, the figure was due 
principally to one major break 
early in the month before the 
drive to obtain citizen help 
began. 

That single break, which in- 
volved the theft of silver and 
similar valuable items from a 
home amounted to $7,000 and 
made the monthly total $16,000, 
according to the figures sub- 
mitted to the FBI for tabulation 
by the Andover police. 

Sgt. Robert Parker of the 
police detective division, 
reported that since the alerting 
of the public through articles in 
the TOWNSMAN, the number 
of breaks has decreased, since 
the additional police patrols 
have been investigating all 
suspicious activity reported to 
the department.

clothes personnel has also 
assisted in reducing the number 
of house breaks locally. 

This past week there 
appeared to be an increase in 
the value of items taken, with 
the theft of-some television sets 
and other sizeable items in the 
five housebreaks investigated. 

Andover police are hopeful 
the neighborhood vigilance will 
continue in a two-pronged effort 
to reduce the breaks as well as 
possibly leading to some 
arrests. 

As has been the case in the 
past couple of weeks, there 
have been calls investigated 
which have resulted in police 
checking into out-of-town 
residents parked in cars at the 
end of a street. 

While such activity is not in 
itself an offense, it does provide 
police with some information 
relative to who the persons are, 
as well as discouraging any 
thoughts of possible burglarious 
intent. 

Police advise the continued 
efforts of the public in Andover 
toward reporting suspicious ac- 
tivity is welcome and has had 
some obvious effect. 


The October town meeting, 
somewhat in question as to 
value at the annual town 
meeting in March, could con- 
tain some very important 
business for Andover voters and 
taxpayers. 

Among agenda items being 
considered for the October 6 
session are acquisition of land 
adjacent to Memorial Hall 
Library, some decisions regar- 
ding the Sacred Heart property 
in Shawsheen, and possible 
bond issue calling for $3.5 
million for water distribution 
system improvements. 

Still a possibility, although 
remote following last 
Thursday’s selectmen’s 
meeting is a possible item deal- 
ing with revaluation of the 
town. 

All are major items for con- 
sideration involving con- 
siderable amounts of town 
funds, thus giving the annual 
October session more import 

' than in recent years. 

The inclusion of the article 
dealing with the Playhouse 
property, so-called, to the rear 
of the library, has been includ- 
ed among the items to be con- 
sidered at the meeting, with the 
selectmen withholding any 

‘decision regarding support at 
this time. 

Chairman Frederick S. Allis 
of the Library Trustees, last 
week informed the selectmen of 


the need and desire to acquire 
the land to the rear of the 
library, as well as the former 
theater building now converted 
to offices. 

The property was considered 
at one time for town acquisition 
at a cost of $80,000 and rejected 
by town meeting. The cost in 
the intervening years has risen 
to the vicinity of $200,000. 

In addition to the building, 
there is land for parking areas 
immediately to the rear of the 
library and also a lot on Pear- 
son street included in the 
parcel. 

Chairman Allis informed the 
selectmen at their meeting last 
week that the property had 
been lost by the town a few 
years ago when the opportunity 
presented itself, and hoped that 
such would not be the case 
again. 

The library -is in need of the 

property for contemplated ex- 
pansion, as well as parking 
facilities. 
. The selectmen, in allowing 
the article to be considered for 
the October meeting, withheld 
approval, pending further 
study. Chairman Milton 
Greenberg pointed out that still 
under study is the possible use 
of the East Junior High school 
as a civic center, for such 
things as library expansion as 
well as consolidation of ad- 
ministrative offices. 


Decisions regarding the 
Sacred Heart property may 
also be in the town meeting 
warrant. 

The study committee is still 
working on its report, regar- 
ding the feasibility of acquiring 
the building and land in 
Shawsheen. 

Generz! consensus leads to 
the indication that the town is 
interested in land acquisition, 
but not the building. 

Authorities dealing with the 
property for the Sacred Heart 
order, have given the town a 
month’s extension on the 
deadline for a decision on the 
property. 

Originally, a decision was 
requested by early August, but 
Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin reported this week that 
the deadline has been extended 
for another month. 

Currently underway is an ap- 
praisal of the property. 

Possibly the matter will be 
placed before the voters to 
allow a general decision to be 
made as to what the town 
desires as far as the overall 
property is concerned. 

It has been suggested in dis- 
cussions before the study com- 
mittee that while the building 
has no useful town purpose at 
the moment, its acquisition 
could be beneficial for future 
use or simply protection of the 
town. The decision would be left 
up to the voters, if the parcel 
must be purchased in total. 

There is definite interest in 
the land portion of the parcel, 
but as of the moment, there are 
no provisions to sell the parcel 
without the building.

Getting-Better Boxes At Library 


Getting-Better Boxes, a new 
concept in library service to 
young shut-ins, are now available 
to parents of children who are 
sick, from the Children’s Room 
at Memorial Hall Library in An- 
dover. 

The boxes, paid for by the An- 
dona Society of Andover, have 
been created by former 
Children’s Librarian, Jan John- 
son. Each one is a self-contained 
kit designed to help entertain a 
convalescing child. In each kit 
are paperback books, games, 
puzzles, a Kaliedoscope, a 
cassette player and a cassette 
tape of stories as well as a 
notebook explaining the idea to 
parents and an “‘idea’’ book, I 
Saw a Purple Cow by Ann Cole to 
be used by parents. 

There are six Getting-Better 
Boxes. Four of them are housed 
at Memorial Hall Library and 
two are kept at the Ballardvale 
“Branch Library. Each box is 
‘specifically designed for a par- 
ticular age group. Toys, books, 
games and cassette tapes have 
been selected according to the 
following age divisions: 3 - 6 
years, 6 - 8 years, 8 - 10 years, and 
10 - 12 years for the Andover box- 
es, and 3-7 years and 8 - 12 years 
for the two Ballardvale boxes. 

Getting-Better Boxes can be 
borrowed by parents only, for 
sick or shut-in children only. The 
entire box must be borrowed as a 
unit and substitutions cannot be 
made. Boxes will be circulated 
for a two-week period and con- 
tents will be checked when the 
kits are returned. (Reimburse- 
ment for missing or broken parts 
will be required. ) 

So often parents will rush into 
the Children’s Room saying, ‘‘I 
have a nine-year-old at home 
with Chicken Pox, what can I 
take for him/her to read?’’ We 
hope these boxes will help make 
that ‘‘getting-better’’ stage of il-

A Confrontation And 
Responsibility 


The selectmen and assessors got involved in a 
somewhat nasty and possibly unnecessary confronta- 
tion last week regarding the response to state orders on 
revaluation in the community. 

The assessors had sent off a letter to the head of the 
state department of corporations and taxation in- 
dicating the desire of the board to seek funds to under- 
take a revaluation program in order to comply with 
state ordered equalized assessment in all towns and 
cities in the Commonwealth. 


The letter was sent without the knowledge of the 
selectmen, who have established themselves as the 
town’s policy making board. 


As an observer of current curious governmental 
procedures which indicate that laws, men and judicial 
process can govern the masses, we would find the 


assessors guilty of not extending the courtesy of infor- 
ming the selectmen or the town manager, of what they 
are doing. 


The assessors, to our knowledge, have been under 
orders from the state tax commission to set up plans 
whereby they will conform to the court order resulting 
from the ‘‘Sudbury Decision,’’ so-called. In that deci- 
sion, the court ordered that all towns and cities in the 
Commonwealth must institute assessment practice 
which would result in complete equal valuation of all 
property in the community, based on 100 per cent fair 
market value. 


Communications between the state office, ordered by 
the court to direct compliance with the mandate, has 


been between the tax commissioner and the assessors 
of the individual towns and cities. No correspondence 
has been between selectmen, managers, mayors, or 
other chief executives. . 

Andover selectmen indicate strongly that they do not 
wish to see the town in the leadership role of revalua- 
tion, for which we can scarcely blame them. 

The board was adamant to think that the assessors 
had indicated the method in which they intended to 
comply, and thus possibly place the town in a position to 
be first to be revalued. 

But, the question, as we see it, is not one policy by the 
selectmen, but rather meeting state requirements to in- 
dicate the manner in which the intent of the law is to be 
met by the town. 

State authorities, on the other hand, are under court 
order to indicate the degree of compliance with the 
mandate handed down in the Sudbury case. 

The whole messy problem gives every indication that 
any resemblance between what has to be done and 
theories of home rule is purely fictional. 

What happened last Thursday afternoon between the 
selectmen and assessors must be observed as a flam- 
boyant display by the selectmen of indicating distaste 
for a mandate to revalue, as well as their feelings being 
hurt by assessors meeting their responsibilities while 
not taking into consideration some courtesies along the 
way. 


We trust the assessors need not be reminded that such 
courtesies are in order for future dealings of this sort, 
and also refrain from making any effort to make An- 
dover a leader in revaluation procedures.

James Rae Whyte, the School 

_ Minister at Phillips Academy, 

Andover, and an Instructor in 

Religion and Philosophy there, 

died on Saturday, Aug. 2, from 

complications resulting from a 
kidney transplant. 

Mr. Whyte was born in 
Saskatchewan, Canada, in 1920, 
and was raised in Lansing, 
Michigan.

husked ears into boiling lightly 
salted water to cover. Cover the 
pan and bring the water quickly 
back to a boil. When the water 
returns to a boil, reduce the heat 
a little and cook only about five 
minutes. 


Excellent growing weather has 
produced a bumper crop of 
native sweet corn and other 
vegetables which are selling at 
reasonable retail prices, accor- 
ding to the Massachusetts 
Department of Food and 
Agriculture. 

Sweet corn has been featured 
for as low as .89 a dozen, vine- 
ripened tomatoes at .39 a pound 
and cucumbers at .10 apiece. 

The native blueberry season is 
also underway and savings of up 
to 25 per cent are available at 
some fifteen ‘’pick-your-own’’ 
blueberry farms throughout the 
state. 

Sweet corn will retain good 
quality for several days, but only 
if it is kept cold and moist. 
Refrigerate the ears aS soon aS 
possible and wrap in a damp 
cloth to keep them moist. 

When buying sweet corn, look 
for fresh husks with good green 
color and silk ends that are free 
from decay. The stem ends 
should not be too dried or dis- 
colored, and the ears should, of 
course, be well covered with 
plump kernels. 

Sweet corn doesn’t require 
much cooking time. Drop the 


October 
Session

Prospect Hill, as well as com- 
pleting the initial needs of the 
improvement of the distribu- 
tion system as recommended in 
the master plan. 

The town has been making 
annual improvements to the 
system in the amount of $200,- 
000. This year, the selectmen, 
in view of the state of the 
economy, as well as providing 
time for further study of the 
matter, did not include the an- 
nual item in the warrant. 
Rather, they asked the town 
manager and public works 
director to look into a total cost 
of the project. 

The project cost is now at $3.5 
million and will be among the 
items considered for warrant 
inclusion at the next meeting of 
the selectmen on Aug. 18. 

The revaluation item was the 
source of considerable con- 
treversy at the selectmen’s 
meeting last week. 

Chairman Milton Greenberg 
and the selectmen chastised the 
assessors for a letter sent to the 
state department of corpora- 
tion and taxation informing of 
the town’s intent to revalue and 
to seek funds for this purpose at 
the October town meeting. 

Greenberg said he did not: 
want Andover to be the first 
community to revalue in accor- 
dance with a court order which 
has mandated all towns and 
cities in the Commonwealth to 
bring assessment practices up 
to 100 per cent of fair market 
value of property. 

Assessor William Russell had 
sent the letter to the state tax 
commission without informing 
the selectmen or manager of 
the action. 

The selectmen refused to 
allow the article to be inserted 
in the warrant, suggesting post- 
ponement of such action until 
the annual town meeting at the 
earliest. 

It is believed, however, that 
the matter will be discussed 
further between the selectmen 
and assessors prior to the Aug. 
18 meeting. 

These items tend to make the 
October session one of broader 
interest than in the past. 

In recent years there has 
been threat of obtaining a 
quorum for the session, Based 
on initial considerations, such a 
threat should not exist this 
year.
